CAIRO, Aug. 14 {AF) — 
Egyptian rescue teams 
the Red Sea coast Tuesd^ for a 
U.S.-registered private jet tiiat 
disappeared three days ago on a 
flight from Athens, to Jeddah.

Tehran bans marches 
as violence continues 


TEHRAN, Aug. 14 (R) — Iran 
banned all demonstrations Tues- 
day as street violence fiared in tiie 
capital far the third day running. 

State radio mterropted its prog- 
rams to announce the ban and sa^ 
Islamic revolutionary guards had 
been ordered to stop marches by 
•all peaceful means poi^ie. 

The ban came as groups of hard- 
line rightists stoned several 
thousand leftists maxching down 
Tehran's main Mossadegh 
Avenue. 

Revolutionary guards fired vol- 
leys at automatic fire into the air. 
apparently to keep the two sides 
ap^. also fired tear gas gre- 


Rift with Morocco widens 

Algeria, Mauritania reestablish ties 
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ALGIERS, Aug. 14 (Agencaes) 
— Algeria and Mauritania re- 
establish dipldmatic ties Tuesday 
amid contmuing North 'Afttcan - 
upheaval over the ftmire of the 
disputed Western Sahara. 

Mauritania severed relations 
witi> Algeria in Maidi 1976 when 
Algiers recognized the right of the 
former Spanish Sahara to inde- 
pendence, and began grving mas- 
sive support toiPolisario guerril- 
las. 

The resumption of ties dramat- 
ized Mauritania's rift with 
Morocco, its former ally in fight- 
ing the guerrillas, and its a(q)arent 
shift toward Algeria. It is too eariy 
to tell, though whether 
Mauritania's military regime is 
switdiing toward tte Algerian 
camp. 

The turmoil began earlier tiiis 
month when the Mauritanian gov- 


ernment decided to end its war 
witii tibe guerrillas by withdrawing 
its tro(^ from the Sahara, to the 
ajoger of a Morocco detenitined to 
bold onto the teiritoiy, 
Maoritania and Morocco ruled 
equal halves of the desolate territ- 
ory since 1976, when Spain relin- 
qitished the zone. 

Morocco promptly moved its 
troops into strategic areas of the 
Sah^ vacated .

The tension provoked by the 
sound of heavy shooting con- 
tinued into the night. Few cars 
were on the roads midnight but 
knots of youths and men gathered 
at the main intersections.

JEDDAH, Aug. 14 — Saudi 
Arabia must take steps to protect 
its national wealth ^tn “illegal 
practices and embezzlement” by 
certain industrial countries, 
according to Petroleum and Min- 
eral Resources Minister Sheikh 
Ahmad Zaki Yamani. 

In an interview with “Arab 
News'* and “Asharq Al-Awsat,” 
the minister said that Saudi 
national wealth, which he said is a 
pft from God, was at risk from 
price escalations in imports from 
the industrial world. 

One class of price increase, the 
result of exported inflation, was 
unavoidable, the minister said. 
Even the exporting countiy’s peo- 
ple had to b^ the burden of infla- 
tion. “There is nothing we can do 
to escape this land of increase.” 
Yamani said. 

But the second class of price 
increase, which is aimed solely at 
oil exporters, should be halted at 
all costs. “These price rises are 
aimed entirely at petroleum 
exporting countries and designed 
to take advantage of their wealth. 
Some items are priced difierentiy 
whether they are going to Saudi 
Arabia or Jordan. We must do all • 
we can to stop this price gouging.” 

Turning to ofl pricing and pro- 
duction, Sheikh .Ahmad outlined 
the conflicting fectors that go into 
Saudi decisions. “A higbsr (til . 
price means increased national 
revenue; but if (OPEQ exceeds a 
certain price level, it invities the 
danger of world recession and 
glol^ inflation which it turn 
makes it impossible for us to con- 
tinue our industrialization and 
development programs.”

NEW DELHI, Aug. 14 ( R) — Hie death toll in 
flash floods caused by a burnt dam in the western 
In/tian industrial town of Morvi could reach 1 0,000 
to 15.000, a state political leader said Tuesday, 
Though the official death toll has been 1,000 
since the disaster occurred on Saturday, the vice 
president of the state Junta party in Gujarat, Val- 
labhai Patel, said it may go as high as 15,000. 

Mud two meters deep in places has made the. 
recovery of bo^s more difficult in Morvi, whidi 
had a population of 60,0p0. 

Vultures swarmed in the town's streets reported 
to be still littered with bodies. About 17,000 resi- 
dents have been evacuated.

No information has been received so far on the 
fete of some 15,000 people living in Ullages round 
Morvi.

But Yamani was far from 
optimistic that the $142 billion 
energv' plan, which contains prop- 
osals for immediate limits on 
imports and long-term develop- 
ment of alternative energy 
sources, would be im^mented in 
its present form. “Oil circles will 
be watching carefully how far the 
Congress cooperates with Presi- 
dent Carter in applying the prog- 
ram.” be said. 

Some of the legislation required 
could disturb large sections of 
U.S. public oftinton. The large- 
scale appropriations might also 
face opposition firom individual 
Congressmen, he saicL 

“ We wish President Carter suc- 


cess. Failure to implement the 
plan could mean great damage to 
the United States and the entire 
firee world,” he said. 

Saudi Arabia, because of its 
lai;^ gasand oil reserves, can cater 
for its own needs over a relatively 
long period he said. In the longer 
term, mineral deposits should 
constitute a major source of 
revenue by the beginning of the 
next centuK'. But Yamani believes 
that solar power will take over as 
the world's major energy source 
toward the middle of the 2 1 st cen- 
tury. Saudi Arabia will thus once 
again “have the lion's share of 
would energ}' supplies, ”he said. 

In the Sorter term, mining, 
agri(nilnire and public services 
should provide substantial 
revenue independent of crude oil 
sales. “ But we still have a long way 
to go (in des’eloping these)”, he 
said.

New Iraqi group claims 
attempt on envoy’s life 

BEIRUT, Aug. 14 (Agencies) 

— A previouriy-uiiknowa Iraqi 
group has claimed responsibility 
for an attempt to assassinate the 
Iraqi ambassador to Lebanon. ■ 

Ambassador Abdul Hussein 
Muslim Escaped with minor 
injuries after his offidal car was hit 
byan anti-tank rocket and heavy 
machine gun fire in the west side 
of the chy Monday. 

A hand-writteD letter delivered 
to the Reuters office here said the 
attack had been carried out by the 
“July 14 Movement.” 

Tte letter gave no clue to the 
identity of the group, which 
appeared to take its name ftom 
the date of a 1958 militaiy coup 
which overthrew the Iraqi monar- 
chy. 

The movement said the attack 
on the ambassador had been its 
first militaty operation, but it 
warned the “fascist regime” in 
Baghdad that h would return each 
blow against it with two. 

A statement issued earlier by 
the Iraqi embassy accused the par- 
ties to the Camp David accords — 
the United States, Israel and 
Egypt — of being behind the 
a^ck. 

One observer was quoted by the 
left-wing daily AiBafiqjpnig as say- 
ing the would-be assassins 
belonged to the group which set 
off bombs at the Iraq commercial 
center and the Iraqi Airways 
office in Beirut a week ago. 

He did not elaborate, but Arab 
diplomatic sources said at the time 
that the bomb blasts might have 
been the work of Iraqi Commun-

JEDDAH, Aug. 14 — Prince 
fChaied Af-Faisai, governor of the 
Asir, says that public lenders will 
be invited soon for a SRSOO mil- 
lion hospital in Abha, and work 
will begin oif its construction 
within six months. 

The project is being financed bv 
the Philanthropic Society of the 
Southern Province. Patients will 
be charged a nominal sum, but 
those unable to afford that will be 
able to have charges waived by the 
society. 

A.S the money charged paiicms 
will not cover the hospital's 
expenses, the society will put 
money into other enterprises to 
provide the hospital with an 
income. 

Interviewed by Arab Sews the 
prince said that the hospital W'ill 
take some three years to build. It 
will be able lo handle up to 30 
emergency cases at any one time. 

Built on 17,845 square meters, 
the hospital will have 144 beds for 
pathology, surgery and gynaecol- 
ogy', 1 2 beds for intensive care for 
heart patients, 24 beds for obstetr-

ics and 20 beds for children. It will 
also have 30 incubators fbrprema- 
ture babies. 

There will be 50 adjacent 
motel-style villas, half for conva- 
lescent patients and half to 
accomodate people coming from 
other areas to be nearrclatives 
being treated. 

The ho$]Mtal will be manned by 
600 personnel, including 70 doc- 
tors and managers, 200 techni- 
cians and nurses, 150 mainte- 
nance workers and other atten- 
dants, and 1 80 clerks. 

There will be a separate com- 
pound for staff bousing. 

Prince Khaled said that while 
planning the hospital possible 
future expansion was allowed for. 

The hospital will also have a gift 
shop and cafeteria in a separate 
area. 

There will also be a health and 
cultural training course for the 
staff and cultural programs for the 
patients. 

A 65 seat conference room, 
another smaller one. and several 
other rooms for jmeedngs and dis 
cussions. ure also planned.

Binaisa preaches unity 

Uganda bans opposition 


LONDON, Aug. 14 iR) — 
Uganda President Godfrey 
BinaLsa has announced that the 
ruling National Liberation Front 
lUNLF) had banned political 
opposition in the country. 

Uganda Radio reported that the 
president said this u'us to avoid 
confusion. All political parties 
could operate within the broad 
democratic politics of the UNLF, 
the president said, according to 
the radio, monitored in London. 

Binaisa was speaking at the 
opening of the first UNLF 
national seminaf near Kampala. 

No political activity would be 
allowed in opposition to the front 
and the government would not 
hesitate to bun any political organ- 
ization that threatened national 
unity. Radio Uganda reported the 
president as saying. 

"We must have a political lead- 
ership that is committed to unity, 
democracy, the defense of our 
freedom and the social advance- 
ment of the people of this coun- 
try," Binaisa said. 

He said the alicmadve was a 
return to dictatorship. 

The UNLF government gave 
the country new hope, Binaisa 
said, and for the tasks ahead 
Uganda needed an honest, patrio- 
tic and democratic leadership. 

The UNLF was well aware that 
many political parties had sprung 
up since the ouster^ of former 


President Idi Amin earlier this 
year. The government was care- 
fully studying their activities, the 
president was quoted as saying. 

He said the UNLF embraced all 
Uganda's political opinions. 

According to the radio

Nobel chemistry laureate 
Ernst Chain dies at 73 


LONDON, Aug. 14(R)— Pro- 
fessor Ernst Chain, a German- 
born biochemist who shared a 
Nobel Prize in 1 945 for his work in 
isolating penicillin, died Sunday in 
the Irish Republic, the University 
of London amiounoed Monday. 

He was 73, and had been retued 
from the university six years. 

Chain, who came to Britain in 
1933 and became a naturalized 
citizen in 1939, did much of his 
research in extracting penicillin 
from common green molds at 
Oxford University with 
Australian-born Sir Howard 
Rorcy. 

They continued earlier research 
by Sirr Alexander Reming, and 
thie three were awarded the Nobel 


Prize for physiolagy and medicine. 

The penicillin they isolated was 
credited with saving thousands of 
allied soldier^ lives durmg World 
War n. 

After he left Oxford, Chain 
became in -1949 director of mic- 
robiological and biochemical 
research at an institute in Rome. 
He staye'd until 1963 when be 
came to the university of London' s 
Imperial College of Science and 
Technology. 

He was educated in Berlin at the 
Luisengymnasium and at Fried- 
rich Wilhelm University, vriiere he 
took bis Ph. O in c^mistiy in 
1930. 

He left Germany for Britain in 
1 933, shortly after Hitler came to 
power.

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POSITION UNCHANGED 

The seasonal round of speculations about possibilities of amending 
U.N. Resolution 242 or the pasang of a new resolution in its place, in 
a way which explicitly incorporates the rights of the Palestinians, is 
here once more. This time, added significance is ^en it from signs of 
change tn America's position on the I^lestinians, signs which are yet 
to solidijfy into firm indications. 

Whether this change will materialus or not, it is clear that the 
PaJestiniamT own position on Resolution 242 has not changed. At the 
time when it was passed, with Arab fortunes at their nadir after the 
June war of 1 967, it sufficed the international communit>' to talk in it 
of the Palestinians as“ refugees." Hie picture today isquite different. 
The question of recognizing Palestinian rights is no longer a matter of 
international argument, llie United States itself has indicated its 
assent to many United Nations resolutions regarding the Palesti- 
nians, in which they are not merely treated as "refugees." 

Yasser Arafot, chairman of the Palestine Liberation Organizatkm, 
had made it clear that the PLO shall never recognize Resolution 242 
as it stands. The question then is of the kind of amendment required 
for the resolution, or the kind of a formula in a new one, acceptable to 
the Palestinians without being totally rejected by the Israelis. 

This matter is to appear in a clearer light after tte Security Council 
meeting scheduled for Aug. 23. Yet whatever the outcome there, the 
PLO has always acted on the principle that, being the only side in the 
Middle East stride whicb is not in control of any territory, its 
recognition by the other parties has to come Gist. The Israelis, 
according to the PLO, obviously do not suffer the same disadvantage, 
and are therefore not entitled to prior recognition. 

The American administration showed understanding of the 
strength of this argument. It hinted in the past its readiness to accept 
PLO "amendments" or "reservations" regarding Resolution 242. 
Yet the real obstacle, of course, is Israeli intransigence for any 
recognition or negotiations with lor even the presence of) the PLO. 

The PLO itself, as is well known, cannot take positions on this 
matter without due consideration of the "Arab dimension." It has 
powerful and vital Arab allies who would oppose its acceptance of 
even an amended form of Resolution 242, for fear of implicating the 
Palestinians irrevocably in the current American ^nsored "peace 
process." 

While it b by no means certain that the PLO itself considers this a 
hindrance, it remains true that the positions it takes has to reflect 
that side of the equation faithfully. The PLO recognizes that it has no 
guarantees that its acceptance of this or a similar resolution will 
inevitably lead to the restitution of Palestinian rights. 

On the other hand, it b possible to think that matters reaching the 
stage of an amended or improved resolution cannot but mean that 
such guarantees from the United States are forthcoming. Friends of 
the PLO who are at the same time America's friends have a role to 
play in ensuring that thb b indeed the case. M^thout this happening it 
b inconceivable that the Palestinians will change position on a resolu- 
tion so wertaken by events as 242.

Newspapers also frontp^d the labor strike in Israel to protest 
against the frmtasde rise in prices of commodities, a demonstration in 
front of tile White House in Washington next Saturday in support of 
the Palestine Uberation Organization (PLO) and tiie projected visit 
of the Lebanese Premier to some Arab countries in the near future. A 
likely meeting of the Islamic Foreign Ministers m New York next 
October and demonstrations in Teheran were also featured on the 
front pages. 

In an editorial on President Ue^na said the international

Kabul regime 
gets the time 
for a breath

NEW DELHI 

A^anbtan's government may have 
gained some breathing space by swifijy and 
decisively crushing a repoted army mutiny in 
Kabul early this month. 

That b the feeling of some of the Afghanis- 
tan watchers here analyzing the war between 
President Nur Muhammad Tarakkfs pio- 
Soviet government and Muslim insurgents 
who claim to control much of the landJodced 
country outside Kabul. 

Predictions were beard in July, from 
travelers and diplomats, that without sub- 
stantial Soviet military intervention tiie 
Afghan government could be overturned any 
week. 

Now it b said that the Tarakki regime has 
eased the imminent danger by strengthening 
security in the capital and reducing the threat 
of a putsch from forces whhin the city. 

One traveler from Kabul estimated that 
400 army loyalists and mutineers were Idlled 
on Aug. 5 in the four hours it took govern- 
ment forces usiag tanks and helicopters to 
crush rebel troops trying to move out from 
the Bala Hissar barracks in Kabul. 

A later report reaching here from PaJdstan, 
and unconfirmed, estimated the fatalities 
much higher — up to 3,000. 

TarakkTs cabinet was meeting at the time 
and the rebeb intended to surround the old 
royal pal^, capture and perhaps liquidate 
the leaderahip, a knowledgeable Kabul reri- 
dem said. 

Another version, from Pakbtan, said the 
troops decided to rebel because they had 
marching orders to go into battle against the 
insurgents harassing the government in most 
of Afghanistan's 28 provinces.

Fissures develop in the great money experiment

BRUSSELS — 

A year after it was formally proposed by France 
and Germany, the European Monetary System b 
struggling to maintain its unity in a new period of 
cunency unoertainty. 

I ne system has been functioning in a pieHnunaiy 
stage for four months, after its starting date was 
delayed last winter by political di^tes among ib 
participants, who are all members of the European 
Common Market. 

Since March, the currencies of the ei^t member 
countries have been linked under a formula that 
permits them to move together in value against 
other currencies, especially tbe U.S. dollar. When 
the system went into operation, tbe dollar was gain- 
ing in value, but now the dollar is weak and in 
danger of falling further. 

Coping with the fluctuating dollar as a group is 
difficulL because the economies of the eight coun- 
tries have indiridual diaracteristics that affect the 
value of their currencies. Each central bank must 
consider what it thinks is correct policy for its own 
currency against what h views as correct poli^ for 
the group. 

"The system seems to be working adequately, so 
far," a monetary expert from a non-member coun- 
try commented. "*rhe real tests will come in tbe 
future, as different ecoaomies develop di&rently 
and inflation rates diverge." 

In practical terras, the most serious strains on the 
system have iovolvi^ the powerful German Bun- 


d«bank and tbe much smaller Belgian National 
Bank. 

The Bundesbank, the dominant force in the sys- 
tem, seesitself as a watchdog for'tbe German mark 
and the German economy as a whole. It believes 
tnat It must fight any sign of inflation or any cur- 
rency movement that would undermine the matins 
strong standing. But steps taken to defend the mark 
have fended to raise the roarl^s value against 
weaker currencies in tbe system, especially tbe Bel- 
gian franc and the Danish kroner. 

The Belgian po^ of view is that the German 
policy should be directed more at mai nt aining the 
agreed levels of value among the eight currendes, 
not the maii^s external value. 

This dispute, whidi broke outlast May. has crop- 
ped up again since the Bundesbank became con- 
cerned alwut new evidence that German prices are 
rismg at what the Germans consider an unhealthy 
rate. To fight iww inflation brought on by hi^r ofl 
prices and to slow tbe growth of the domestic 
money supply, the bank last week raised its official 
interest rates. 

Tbe central oanks' perfi^ earlier in tbe year was 
to buy marks and seQ doU^ to prevent tbe dollar 
from rising too rapidly. This also strengthened the 
ouxk a^inst the system’s other currencies. 

If the strains within tbe system get too great, the 
central banks will have to agree to a readjustmeotof 
the relative values, A move chat would mean a 
devaloatioD of tbe weaker currencies. 


Tbe Germans are known to believe that some 
curreocies. Including tbe Bel^an f franc, entered 
the system at an arti&ially hi^ level and should be 
lowered in value. But for Belgium, with half of its 
economy based on foreign tiaife, dnraluation would 
mean more inflatioD at a time wben its prices and its 
cost of doing busioess are among tbe fai^iest in the 
world. 

"Tbe Belgian franc in real terms is not the weak- 
est currency in the sysfem," die monetary expert 
said. "On tbe basis of fundamentals, tbe Danish 
kroner is weaker, and in the long run the Italian lira 
might be." 

The members agreed that tne currencies should 
not diveige by more than 2.2S per cent from a 
central, agreed rate except for ^ lira, whicb is 
allowed to diverge by 6 percent. To maifltain these 
rates, tbe central banks are expec^ to cooperate. 

Tbe members are scheduled to review tbe opera- 
tioD of tbe ^stem in Septemb^. At tbe same time, 
Biftainisexpected to announce wbetiier it Join 

tiie system or rirnply continue to cooperate with it. 

Other countries, indudh^ Sw^Jen, Norway, 
Austria and Switzerland, have been watching the 
^stem closely and considering u4ietber ttey should 
apply for membership. 

According to Otniar Emnunger, prerident of tbe 
Bundesbank, tbe system is at present an "exchange 
rate union.'’ But its members plan to make it a true 
monetary union in the future by transferring part of 
their nation reserves of gold and currencies to a 
common deposhoty.

Bank, which would settle accounts among its mem- 
bers ui European Currency Units, in which the 
mark would count for a third, the French franc for 
just under 20 percent, the British pound for 13 per 
cent, the guilder, the Belgian franc and the lira for 9 
per cent 10 per cent eadi, and the smaller curren- 
cies for the remainder.

Sparking an argument over what causes deserts

WASHINGTON — An Arab- 
bora American space scientist has 
come forth with a new theory chal- 
lengit^ the widely-held belief 
that man is respoosibie for the 
spread of the earth's deserts. 

Farouk El-Baz, research direc- 
tor of the Smithsonian Instito 
tion's Center for Earth and 
nanetaiy Studies, says sun^ts 
— or storms on the surfece of-the 
sun — are responsible for the 
growth and retreat of the world's 
deserts. 

‘'Man has absolutely no effect 
on this at all,'' says EI-Baz, chal- 
lenging the oontention of the 
United Nations report on 
desertification, whidi holds that 
the growth of desert areas is “a 
man-made process." 

El-Baz, an Egyptian-bom 
geologist who played a major role 
in the Apollo moon landing prog- 
ram, has devoted considerable 
attention in recent years to the 
study of deserts both on earth and 
on the planet Mars. 

This monti> he is viating Cluna, 
as team geologist for a U.S. etq>ed- 
ition studying that country's ‘^for- 
bidden deserts." 

Shortly before his departure in 
late July, El-Baz outlined his new 
theoiy on desertification. 

"I don't lilce this buaness of 
blaming everything on man's 
activities,'' he said. “The accepted 
theory now is that the deserts are 


all man-made, that everything was 
once lush green, and then man 
came, and with him came goats 


and other domesticated animals, 
and then the goats ate the shrubs 
and vegetation, and the wind blew

up the soil, and so deserts were 
bom." 

According to El-Baz, this 
theoiy is mistaken. The determin- 
ing factor in desertification, he 
says, is solar activity. 

The world's deserts, he points 
out, fall within two later^ l^nds 
around the earth's surface, one 
north of the equator and one 
south. The ban^ are ceomred 
roughly on the 30 degree North 
latitude. 

The deserts are located in these 
zones because of meteorological 
conditions caused by the way the 
sun's energy strikes vatfous parts 
of the globe, according to El-fiaz. 

“'Ihe equatorial region of tite 
earth, all along, receives more 
energy from the sun chan any 
Other part of the world," El-Baz 

said. “And much of this region is 
ocean. What happens? The water 
evaporates. Veiy simple. 

“As the sun heats the atmos- 
phere, the hot air rises. As it 
climbs higher and, it will be 
increaangly cooled, because the 
temperature drops as you go up ai 
the atmosphere." 

As tins hot equatorial air cools, 
it leaves behind its moisture in the 
form of clouds — “thafs why 
there's more rain in the equaUmal 
regKMi,” EL-Baz said. 

“The tropical zone is the one 
that fuels all of the weather of the 
earth," he said. 

When the air of the equator 
rises, cools, and leaves befafod hs 
moisture in the form of clouds, 


that new, cold moisture-free air 
will have to fall down somewhere, 
because cold air is heavier than 
hot air, 

“It foils in these two bands, 
north and south of the equatorial 
region," El-Baz said, “roughly 
along the 30-degree tines." 

B^use the air is dry and 
spawns fow clouds, desens have 
developed in these zones. 

All of the land within these 
bands is not desert, of course. 
El-Baz attributes this to variations 
in local topography, such as moun- 
tain ranges which channel moist 
air from other areas into the 
30th-parallel zones. 

Given this general scheme for 
the creation of deserts, EI-Baz 
Theorizes that variations in suns- 
pot activity cause changes in the 
width of the earth's desert bands. 

“We know that there are cycles 
of sunspot activi^," he said. “The 
solar storms come and go. One 
^de is between seven and 16 
years, whh an average of about 1 1 
years. And there's another suns- 
pot cycle of about 90 years, and a 
third of several thousand years." 

When sunspots are at their 
peak, the earth reoetves a max- 
imum of solar energy. When solar 
activity is low, the earth receives 
less energy. 

El-Baz says he has found a 
strong correlation between the 
ie^l of sunspot activi^ and 
periods of drought around the 
worid. 

“Between 1960 and 1974, we

had what physicists call the solar 
minimum, meaning that there was 
the least activity on the surface of 
the sun. 

“So during this period the sun 
was not acting up. it was not send- 
ing enough energy to the earth, 
less energy was received by the 
world's oceans, less water was 
evaporated, areas that used to be 
wet shrank, and desert areas grew 
larger. 

“ If you shrink the zone of vege- 
tation" El-Baz said, “you «^1 
increase the band of the desert." 

During thk last solar-minimum 
period, there were numerous 
doughts throughout the world. 


and there was considerable con- 
cern over the apparent spread of 
the deserts, particularly in such 
regions as the Sahara. 

But since 1974, sunspot activity 
has increased, El-Baz said, “and 
we are reaching a solar maximum 
— last year, through this year, and 
next." , . 

When there is a great deal of 
solar activity, and a lot of energy is 
received by the earth, the deser- 
tification process is reversed. 
El-Baz says. 

“Under these conditions, a 
good deal of water evaporates, 
and there is a lot of moisture in the 
equatorial region," he said. “Then 


the rain belt increases, and the 
desert zones shrink." 

"This is what is happening now. 
There is more rain in Ethiopia, 
more rain in Sudan than they can 
handle. The Aswan lake is filling, 
up faster than they thought it 
would." 

Thus, according to El-BazTs 
theory, when sunspots are at their 
maximum, the deserts shrink, and 
when solar activity declines, the 
deserts grow. Man, he maintains, 
has virtually nothing to do with the 
process. 

United Nationsexperts,he says, 
have objected “vehemently'* to 
his theory.

You could, of course, 
blithely shrug this off as just 
bad luck. However, the fact 
remains that W'est is likely tu 
have tbe king of hearts for bts 
raise to three spades opposite 
a preemptive jump overcall. 
Furthermore. West is also 
Ukely V) hare three trumps to 
the king rather than only the 
doubleton king. It would not 
make sense for him to shift to 
a dub with only two trumps. 

So. with defeat staring you 
in the face If you were lo 
impulsively lead trumps after 
the ominous club shift, .vou 
should start looking for 
another method of pla} that 
gives you a chance to surv’ive 
this attack from a new 
quarter. 

As It happens, there is an 
excellent response to West's 
club shift. After winning the 
dub at trick two. you catdi the 
A-K of diamonds and then lead 
a spade from dummy. 

Elast wins the spade and 
returns a club, which West 
ruffs. But now West can do yxiu 
no harm, whatever he returns. 
If he Irads a trump, you 
finesse: U he leads a spade or 
a diamond, you ruff in your 
hand and return the trump 
queen, planning to finesse.

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 14 ( AP) 
— West Germany has begun to 
negotiate for the purchase of Mex- 
ican oil, offering nuclear technol- 
ogy in exchange. Economics 
Minister Otto Gr^ Labsdorff said 
Monday. 

“Negotiations between 
PEMEX (Petroleos. Mexicans) 
and German companies have 
begun for the purchase of 3 to 5 
mOlion tons of Mexican oil annu- 
ally” beginning in 1981 or 1982, 
Labsdoiff told a press conference. 
This is equivalent to 21.2 to 35.3 
minion barrels. 

LambsdorSsaid West Germany 
has offered Mexico nuclear tech- 
nology “but the Mexican govern- 
ment said it was too early, that it 
will some years before the nuc- 

lear industry will be developed 
here.” 

The German cabinet minister 
said Mexico is the “second most 
important country in Latin 
America for German invest- 
ment.'* Brazil is the first, he said.

Hopes for Ireland peace 
recede as tension mounts 


BELFAST, Aug. 14 ( AP) — Northern Ireland 
marked the 10th anniversary of the arrival of Brit- 
ish troops in the province Tuesday amid mounting 
sectarian tension and receding bt^s of peace. 

The Ulster Defense Association, hugest of the 
Province's paramilitary organizations, warned 
Monday it take to the streets again if^ British 

army does not eliminate guerrillas of the predomin- 
antly Catholic Irish Republican Army. 

lire outlawed IRA's Provisional Wing declared 
Sunday during a major show of of^sition to Brit- 
ish rule; 

“ We' 11 Gght to the death ... to end the 800 years of 
Briti^ oppresdon." 

The war cries of the rival factions underlines that 
Northern Ireland's sectarian bloodshed is bnfrorr 
over. 

The XRA is fighting to push the British out to 
reunite Ulster with the neighboring Irish Republic. 

Ulster's one million Protestants, who outnumber 
Catholics 2 to 1, fear being swallowed up by the 
overwhelmingly Catholic republic — and say they 
will even fight the British if London tries to push 
them into it. 

''The situation has not substantially improved. 
Although in some ways the level of violence may 
have gone down numerically, there’s b'ttle doubt 
that the effectiveness of the terrorist attacks has 
increased," says MaJ. Gen. James Glover, com- 
mander of 13,500 British troops in Northern Ire- 
land. 

Gerry Fitt, the ex-seaman who heads the 
Catholk-based Social Democratic and Ldwr Party, 
lamented that any h^ of getting the majority Pr^ 
testants to share political power with the minority is 


Some informed Catholics voiced fears that the 
death and destruction of the last 10 years has been 
"only a warm-up" for all-out civil war between the 
feuding communities. 

Britain has punned its hopes on some kind of 
pwlitical solution based on power-sharing, but all 
efforts have failed miserably. 

Haid-up Britain is finding the cost — 4 billion 
bounds so far — an increasing burden. There also 
are signs of a growing campaign in Britain for with- 
drawal. 

James Mol>7ieaux, leader of the Protestant Offi- 
cial Unionist Party,, noted glumly; “ People who a 
year ago were saying'we have to go very cautiously 
and this with fortitude,' don't have that 
attitude any more. The more the terrorism con- 
tinues... the more so-called moderate elements will 
be sucked in to take up pMsidons atong<riH<» the 
hardliners on both sides." 

Nearly 2,000 men, women and children have 
been killed since August 1969. Another ISO have 
been slain in the republic and mainland Britain in 
spnllover terrorism. 

More than 21,200 have been wounded, some of 
them horribly maimed. Nearly 6,500 bombs have 
exploded and gutted key centers of Ulster’s cities 
and towns. More than 90,000 buildings have been 
destroyed or damaged. 

Up to 72,000 Ulster p)eople have emigrated to 
flee "the troubles." 

The sectarian hostility is rooted in centuries of 
political rivalry and reli^ous bigotry. It was fuelled 
when Ireland was partitioned in 1922 between the 
indep>endent republic and Protestant-dominated 
Ulster.

Awolowo leads Nigerian voting 


LAGOS, Aug. 14 1 AP) — Vet- 
eran politician Chief Obafemi 
Awolowo was in the lead over four 
rival candidates in Saturday's 
Nigerian presidential election 
with results announced from 1 2 of 
Instates,-, Lagos Radio repMrtod 
luesday. 

The radio said Awolowo of the 
Unity Party of Nigeria had won 
the most votes in five states: 
La^s, Oyo, Ogun, Bendel and 
Ondo. 

Alhajt Shehu Sbagari of the 
National Party of Nigeria had the 
most votes in four states: Rivers, 
Kwara, Benue and Niger. 

Third was Nnamdi Azikiwe of 
the Nigerian People's Party with 
the most votes in three states: 
Plateau, Imo and Anambra. 
Azikiwe is the former president of 
the republic, having served as the 
count^s first and only president 
in the pieriod after independence 
from Britain in 1960 and before 
the military seized px)wer in 1 966. 

Ihe two other presidential can- 
didates, Albaji Waziri Ibrahim of 
the Great Nigerian People's Party 
and Malam Aminu Kwo of the 
People's Redemption Party had 


y^ to win anv states. 

To be declared the winner, a 
candidate must win the most votes 
overall and get at least 25 per cent 
of the vote in 13 states. 

This is because while each can- 
didate has regional support in his 
own ethnic district, the Feder^ 
Electoral Commission set up by 
Gen. Olusegun Obasanjo's milit- 


aiy government wants the winner 
to have a broad backing nation- 
wide. 

Democratic goveromem is 
scheduled to resume In hfigeria 
Oct. 1 after 12 years of mditary 
rule. 

Voter turnout figures have not 
been reported. There are 48.5 mil- 
lion registered voters in Nigeria. 


LONDON, Aug. 14(R)— Bri- 
tain Tuesday formally invited 
interested parties to a constitn- 
tional conference to bring peace to 
its break-away colony of Zim- 
babwe Rhodesia and urged all 
parties to observe a ceasefire until 
it starts in London on Sept 10.

Philadelphia’s Rizzo vows 
defense on brutality charge 
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CHICAGO, Aug. 14 (R) — A 
team of investigators Tuesday 
were trying to determine whether 
a low-fiying airliner might have 
triggered the collapse of a 
partially-built sports stadium roof, 
hurling five workmen to their 
deaths. 

Several survivors reported that 
the wooden roof shuddered, 
cracked and crumbled seconds 
after a big plane passed over the 
$8.5-million stadium Monday 
while coming in to land at 
Chicago's nearby D’hote Airport. 

The 20,000-seat Horizon 
Indoor Stadium in suburban 
Rosemont is directly under a flight 
path barely half a mile ftom one of 
the airport runaways.

New statute in parliament 

Madrid studying self rule for Catalonia 


MADRID, Aug. 14 (Agencies) 
— A Constitutional committee of 
Spain's lower house Tuesday 
approved an autonomy statute for 
the Catalan region giving home 
rule liberties and rights. 

The statute now goes to a full 
session of the parliament If it is 
^iproved, Catalonia will become 
a self-governing region within the 
Spanish state. Catalonia is formed 
by the provinces of Barcelona, 
Tairagona, Lerida and Gerona 
and includes about one forth of 
Spain's 37 million people. 



The autonomy statute, which 
also must go to a referendum in 
the Catalan region for ratification, 
grants power to administer justice, 
organize education, returning 
ri^ts taken away by the late Gen. 
Francisco Franco after he won the 
civil war in 1939. 

A similar autonomy statute was 
recently approved by the constitu- 
tional committee for the northern 
Basque country. 

The committee is now prepar- 
ing to study autonomy statutes for 
other Spanish regions, including 
those of Andaluda and Galicia. 

In Madrid Tuesday police shot 
and fatally wounded one of 
Spain's most wanted urban guer- 
rilla su^cts, sought for a string of 
idUings, bombings and robberies. 

Pedro Tabanera Perez, believed 
to be a leader of the extreme 
left-wing group Grapo, wasshot in 
tbe chest when be opened fire on 
policemen trailing him in El Escot, 
50 kilometers northwest of Mad- 
rid,’ police said. 

They said be fired twice when 
ordered to stop. He was hit by a 
gingie bullet and died later in a 
hospital. 

Another suspected Grapo 


member, Manuel Parodi Munoz, 
was arrested Monday. Police said 
be was carrying a loa^d pistol sto- 
len from a murdered paramilitary 
officer. 

Police had offered a one million 
peseta ( $ 15,400) reward for 
information leading to Perea's 
capture. 

Two other suspeefed members 
were arrested last mo&ca.

"We are ^iog to.figbt this one 
all tbe way." declared Rireo, him- 
self PhSadelphia's former police 
cfaieL "Let roe tell you, it is com- 
plete bogwash.” 

The government suit seeks an 
injunction that would force 
Philadelphia to end alleged abuses 
OT lose millions of dollars in fed- 
eral aid. 

Phfladelphia — tbe name means 
c^ of brotherly love — has a 
population of just under two mil- 
lion. Fhiladel|rfna’$ 8,000-strong 
police force, fourth largest in tbe 
Unit^ States, shoots about 75 
people 8 year and more than 1 , 1 00 
complaints of police brutality are 
made annually, tbe governmeDt 
said. 

Tbe city’s attorney, Sheldon

ship, which sank about 2,200 
years ago was placed on di^lay 
for tbe first time Tuesday.

It was 
discovered in 1969 by British 
archaeologist Honor FtosL

Gold found in Florida backyard well 


KEY WEST, Florida, Aug. 14 (A?) — Two 
brothers working oo a water well in their back yard 
have unearthed more than 9Q0 grams of gold nug- 
gets and are digging (feeper in hopes of fioefiog a 
jrirate's chest fuQ of treasure. 

"I don’t think there's any doubt in tbe world 
there's something down there,” Kent Pepper said. 
"It could be a jewelry box. It could be Wgger.” 

Kent and bis brother, Jim, were renovating a 
group of old bouses when a construction crew fexmd 
the first gold nuggets last Wednesday while cleaning 
an old well shaft. 

The gold rush was on. 

Workers using shovels, buckets, and pumps hare 
duga 120 by 120 centimeter bole down about 
meters in the backyard of one of tbe bouses tbe 


Peppers bought in 1977. Using kitchen ufensils, the 
construction crew has been sifting tbe sand much 
like 19tb century projectors. 

Sunday, they turned up eight more goid nnggets.
